A friend of mine has two original disc-type Allender counterweights. | asked him to 
weigh them for you. They are both 11.79 grams. 

Now the surprise. He has a pawn shaped brass counterweight which is tall (28.54 
mm) and fits into the $1 platter in the normal way and weighs 11.87 grams. It 
came with a prototype Allender which he feels is a developmental stage because 
of other characteristics. It does not seem to be a later modified substitution. It 
would be handy to handle but might easily fall off when jarred during weighing the 
$10 or $20. | am working on the study of the matter and expect learn more. | only 
have a picture. 

Have your friends ever heard of such a pawn counterweight?

As you requested | located all of my genuine counterweights for the Allender rocker 
and weighed them. They are rather consistent considering that some were slightly 
worn from use more than others. 

The weights are: 11.68. 11.78, 11.81. 11.72, and 11.85 grams. 

| would be interested to know what you learn as to other people's genuine weights. 


Now | have to ask you if you know anything about a scale | recently acquired. It is 
from your home area, San Francisco. 

It is a miner's gold dust, nugget or ore scale with a hand held or wall nail held 13 
inch beam with two pans suspended on three brass chains each, with center 
fulcrum and of normal routine type BUT has stamped into the beam in small letters 
W.F. & Co EX. | had never heard of any scale so marked. Have you? What might 
you know about it? | have just written to the museum of Wells Fargo and look 
forward to their answer, | did read in their history brochure that the Wells Fargo & 
Co Express name was first used in 1852. | either have a nice Gold Rush item or a 
super scale for our collection.
